a boy or a ^irl who w^'ants to lea ve home, 
who possibly is afraid of his owm mother 
or father, or possibly one or both of the 
])arents are so concerned with their own 
a ffa irs, be they good or bad, tha t the 
child or children, are neglected, ha lf fed 
or ha lf clothed and so dirty and uncom­ 
forta ble tha t they are in a fra me of mind 
to be led into a ny sort of thing good if 
the helping hand of charity is ex tended 
them in time; otherwise they drift into 
the underworld and from there come our 
criminals. 
This condition of course is 
much 
more 
pronounced 
in the more 
densly popula ted centers, but we ha ve 
more of it right here in Sedalia than the 
genera l public knows a ny thing about. 
The county court and the welfa re offi­ 
cer, Miss Wa ddell, in connection wdth the 
Melita Da y Nursery no^v and then ha ve 
to rescue children from conditions such 
as we ha ve referred to. 
It is not these 
conditions tha t we wa nt to refer to espe­ 
cia lly beca use in most insta nces ignor­ 
a nce 
or some 
other untoward 
circum- 
m 
aiaiices which this class seem unable to 
cvcrcome is the a ctuating cause. 
: But we wa nt to climb the social la dder 
quite a wa y up anfr refer to some mothers 
,we ha ve known. 
W e ha ve known w’omen who neglected 
the ills of their children beca use they 
were interested in something else. 
We 
ha ve known women who left their chil­ 
dren’s care almost entirely in the ha nds of 
ignorant, superstitious nurses beca use it 
.T'elieved them of responsibility . 
We ha ve known women so busy with 
tiieir clubs or societies tha t they gorget to 
see tha t their little ones are decently 
clea n. 
They are permitted to roam the 
streets or perha ps impose them on a good 
neighbor while the mother attends her 
club or society . 
Since 
women 
entered 
the 
political 
a rena children ha ve suffered in propor­ 
tion. 
W c ha ve seen women a ttending 
political 
meetings 
when we 
knew the 
children needed parental attention. 
We knew one mother who wa s a most 
a rdent church worker, but neglected her 
children to such an ex tent tha t one of 
them, a fine boy , wa s sent to the reform 
school. 
W e ha ve known women who tried to 
control her children through fear, thret- 
eiiing them with tlic boogy man or some 
other horrid thing. 
W e can understand why a child who 
remembers the frightful, boogy man tales 
a nd scary nights that rendered their early 
y ea rs a series of horrors should on coming 
to y ea rs of discretion disrespect the moth­ 
er who wa s so intent on her own plea s­ 
ure as to be ca reless of her child’s w el­ 
fare. 
We hea r people parrot tha t it does a 
child good to ha ve the hard knocks of 
life— it 
ma kes 
them 
independent— and 
then several great men who lived through 
unha ppy childhood are given as illustra­ 
tions. 
But wc forget that these men are the 
(‘x ceptions ra ther than the rule. 
How 
ma ny 
hundreds 
went

depths where one pulled himself to the 
top as a result of neglect? 
A child who la cks sy mpa thetic trea t­ 
ment and care is a ctua lly chea ted of part 
of his development.

Decrea sed 
purchasing 
pow’er of the 
dollar, 
a lternating 
business 
depression 
and progress, agitation for higher w’a ges 
ha ve figured la rgely in America since 
19 17 . 
Ex a ctly this sa me situation ex ist­ 
ed during the period of the w’ar between 
the states, wdien prices did not return to 
the 18 6 0 level until 18 7 9 . 
Whether we 
will ever get back to the level of 19 13 is 
a nother matter, ma ny economists believ­ 
ing tha t the world is on a new and per­ 
ma nent standard of living. 
But the a djustment of salaries to ex ­ 
penses seems to ta ke pla ce genera lly and 
to remedy the problem of prices. 
And 
y et the question of living ex penses is still 
being agitated. 
Tex tile ^workers in N ew 
Engla nd, ra ilwa y employ es in New’ York 
and Chicago, agricultural laborers in the 
south and w’est, teachers, mecha nics and 
others all seem to ma ke the sa me com­ 
plaint. 
Does $2,300 a y ea r constitute a 
minimum living income for a fa mily of 
five persons in N ew York City ? 
Are col­ 
lege professors underpaid w’hen getting 
$3,000 a y ea r? 
J ust w’ha t should be the 
wa ges of laborers and mecha nics? 
Can 
clergy men support fa milies on the sa l­ 
aries paid them? 
The whole question of standard of liv­ 
ing is an interesting one. 
W e are in a 
restless a ge in which increasing attention 
is being paid to lux uries and amusements. 
Automobiles and movies, soft drinks and 
tobacco, colorful costumes and cha nging 
fa shions constantly 
cost 
more in our 
budget of ex penses. 
Wha t is lux ury to 
one fa mily is starvation to another. 
The 
standards of Fifth a venue and Broadw’ay 
are not those of N ew York’s East Side or 
of rural districts and small towns. 
The 
idle rich are unable to understand the 
economies practiced daily by the poor. 
Statistics show tha t 
more 
than three- 
fourths of America n fa milies ha ve incomes 
of about $1,500 a y ea r each. 
This may 
seem a ma zing to many , but it remains 
true, and such fa milies are not reduced to 
starvation either. 
Living in rural districts 
is usually inex pensive, and even in the 
la rgest metropolitan centers a surprising 
amount of economy may be practiced. 
The garish and glittering attractions of 
gorgeous boulevards, the foibles of the 
fa shiona ble and the near fa shiona ble can 
consume large sums of money . 
The lux ­ 
urious a nd frivolous can w’aste time and 
incomes on useless pleasures. 
Wha t are 
simple necessities in w’ealthy districts are 
unnecessary and unthought of in poor 
tenement sections. 
And y et it is surprising how’ moderately 
people of simple tast*%s ma y live. 
Daily 
economies in domestic life and a voidance 
of W’aste are very productive in their re­ 
sults. 
The frugal and the cultivated can 
enjoy pleasures that gpst little to the 
pocketbook. 
Standards of living are to 
a considearble ex tent wha t people make 
them.
